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C foreword 


HE present collection of books and manuscripts from the library of 

John B. Stetson Jr., of Philadelphia, is one of the most important 

of its kind to be dispersed at public sale in this country. Romances 
of chivalry, early chronicles, and other European literature, chiefly French 
and Spanish in sixteenth century editions, together with a choice group of 
eighteenth century French books illustrated with engravings and a most 
fascinating assemblage of rare Americana, are its dominant features. Many of 
the editions described in this catalogue are here represented by the only copies 
that have hitherto appeared in the American auction market, and not a few 
are here offered for the first time. The romances of chivalry and other early 
European literature constitute what is undoubtedly the most extensive array 
of such books to be offered in America since the sale of the famous library of 
Robert Hoe in 1911-2, from which, indeed, many of the present volumes were 
acquired. 

A magnificent manuscript of Le Songe du Vergier, with two large minia- 
tures, made in France circa 1460-70, a fourteenth century manuscript of Le 
Roman de la Rose, and the fifteenth century Livre des Faits d’Armes et de 
Chevallerie are the chief illuminated manuscripts in the collection. 

Among the romances and early chronicles we mention here as of foremost 
importance Wolfram von Eschenbach’s Parzival and Titurel, printed at Strass- 
burg by Johann Mentelin in 1477, the first edition of the finest and most 
spiritual rendering of the Perceval-Grail legend; Le Romant de la Rose, pub- 
lished at Paris by Antoine Vérard circa 1500-5; Vérard’s edition of Tristan 
de Leonnoys, supposedly printed in 1506, and his edition of Monstrelet’s 
Chroniques, printed circa 1503; L’Hystoire du Sainct Greaal, Paris, 1516; 
Raoul Le Feévre’s The Recuyles of the Hystoryes of Troye, printed at London 
by Wynkyn de Worde in 1503; Le Quatre Filz Aymon, Lyons, 1526; Theseus 
de Coulogne, Paris, 1534; the Hystoria del Empereador Carlo Magno, Seville, 
1521; and the Cronica del Famoso Cavallero Cid, Burgos, 1512. 

Important incunabula and other early printed books include the third 


edition of Alain Chartiet’s works, printed at Paris by Pierre Le Caron, circa 
1494; Colonna’s Hypnerotomachia Poliphili, printed at Venice by Aldus in 
1499; the Repertorium perutile de pravitate haereticorum et apostatorum, 
Valencia, 1494, from the press of Lambert Palmart, the first printer in Spain; 
the Nuremberg Chronicle in German, Nuremberg, 1493; Saint Gregory’s 
Dialogues, in French, published by Vérard in 1509, one of two known copies 
on vellum; a fine group of Books of Hours, mostly printed on vellum and 
illuminated; a superb copy of Tewrdannckh, printed at Nuremberg in 1517, 
in a binding by Derome; the Cancionero General, Toledo, 1520; a magnificent 
copy of Josephus’s History of the Jewish War, Paris, 1530, printed on vellum 
and illuminated throughout; and a beautiful edition of Villon’s works, printed 
at Paris in 1533. 

Foremost among later literary masterpieces are Cervantes’ Don Quixote, 
the extremely rare second Madrid edition of Part I and the first edition of 
Part II, printed by Juan de la Cuesta in 1605 and 1615 respectively; the first 
editions of Thomas Shelton’s English translation of the same work, printed 
in 1612 and in 1620, including a copy of the second edition of Part II; Mar- 
guerite de Valois’ Histoires des Amans Fortunez, Paris, 1558, the first edition 
of the celebrated work later known as the Heptameron; Montaigne’s Essais, 
Bordeaux, 1580, the first edition; and La Fontaine’s Contes et Nouvelles en 
Vers, Paris, 1665-6. 

French eighteenth century books with engravings include, among many 
others, Charles Collé’s La Partie de Chasse de Henri IV, Paris, 1776, with 
the four original drawings by Gravelot for the plates. 

The Americana in this collection relates largely to the Southern continent, 
to Central America, and to Mexico, with special emphasis on the Indian 
languages, the early Spanish and Portuguese voyages and discoveries, and the 
early Lima, Buenos Aires, and Mexican imprints. Florida is also the object of 
particular attention and is represented with early imprints, other important 
publications, and autographic material. A very fine series of the early editions 
of Ptolemy’s Geographia, including the rare first edition, printed at Vicenza 
in 1475, and the important Venice 1511 edition containing the first printed 
delineation of any portion of the North American continent, is included in a 
varied group of Americana vetustissima. 


Pre-eminent among the Americana, however, is one of the finest and largest 


extant copies of the Eliot Indian Bible, printed at Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
in 1661-3. Other very important items are Pedro de Ribadeneyra’s Vida del P. 
Francisco de Borja, Madrid, 1592; Dionysius de Leuwis’s Compendio Breve, 
Mexico City, 1544, one of the earliest books printed in America; Vasco de 
Puga’s Provisiones, Cedulas, Instructiones de su Magestad, Mexico City, 1563, 
Montalboddo’s Paesi novamente retrovati, Milan, 1512; René de Laudonniére’s 
LHistoire Notable de la Floride, Paris, 1586; and William Hubbard’s A 
Narrative of the Troubles with the Indians in New-England, 1677, with its 
accompanying sermon The Happiness of a People, 1676. Several important 
manuscripts, some apparently unpublished, include Gen. James E. Ogle- 
thorpe’s autograph description of the forts at St. Augustine in 1743, with five 
original drawings; Captain Pero Lopez’s autograph manuscript of the closing 
events of the conquest of Peru, written in Spanish in 1570; and Cuthbert 
Pudsey’s autograph manuscript journal of a residence in Brazil from 1629 
to 1640. 

Other outstanding items in the collection are the autograph manuscript 
of Sir Richard F. Burton’s Terminal Essay for his translation of The Book 
of the Thousand Nights and a Night; copies of the first, second, and other 
editions of Edward FitzGerald’s translation of the Rubaiyat; two sixteenth 
century illuminated manuscripts of Omar Khayyam’s famous verses; and two 
copies of the rare first issue of the first edition of Burton’s The Kasidah.

de Manoir and a joint letter by d’Abbeville and Arséne de Paris, August 20, 1612.

First EpITION IN SPANISH AND FIRST COMPLETE EDITION of the most popular and 
perhaps the most satisfactory account of the New World up to that time. 


Acosta went in 1571 to Peru, where he spent fifteen years, and after two additional years 
spent in Mexico he returned to Spain laden with manuscripts and information. His 
first publication was the first two books of this work in Latin, published in 1588 and 
1589. These were translated into Spanish and five more books added.

Only a few copies of the original edition of this work were printed, and some biblio- 
graphers state that the work was suppressed by order of Philip IV to prevent the in- 
formation it contained from falling into the hands of the Portuguese. It is therefore 
probable that this manuscript was copied about the time the work was first published, 
and the second dedication to the Duke of Olivares by the copyist would indicate that 
it was written immediately after publication.

FINE copy. A preceding edition was printed at Paris by Michel Le Noir in 1506 and 
another, undated and probably later than the present one, at Lyon by Olivier Arnoullet. 
This little work is a French prose version of a popular romantic biography of Alexander 
the Great, believed to have derived from an ancient anonymous Greek original, of which 
the Gesamtkatalog der Wiegendrucke records twenty-two fifteenth century editions in 
Latin (the first at Cologne, by the Printer of Dictys, circa 1472), Italian, German, 
and Dutch.

AN EARLY EDITION OF THIS FAMOUS ROMANCE. Of the earliest known edition, printed 
at Saragossa in 1508, only one copy, now in the British Museum, is known. 

Neither the author nor the date of composition of this famous romarwe of chivalry is 
known. There is evidence that the original story may have been written in Portuguese, 
but no such text has ever been discovered or proved to have existed. The fourth book 
is believed to have been written in the late fifteenth century by Garci Rodriguez de 
Montalvo, who arranged the three preceding books from “ancient originals”. It is not 
known whether the earlier versions were in Spanish or in Portuguese, but the romance 
was apparently current in Castile about the middle of the fourteenth century, and has 
been ascribed, in a supposed Portuguese original, to Joao de Lobeira, a Galician knight 
who frequented the Portuguese court between 1258 and 1285. 

Cervantes called Amadis of Gaul “the best of all books of this kind that have ever been 
written”. “It is the prose epic of feudalism, and its romantic spirit, its high ideals, its 
fantastic gallantry, its ingenious adventures, its mechanism of symbolic wonders, and its 
flowing style have entranced readers of such various types as Francis I. and Charles V., 
Ariosto and Montaigne.”—Encyclopaedia Britannica.

Books I-III, V, and XI are 
reprints by the original publishers. 
The First Edition in French was published by Vincent Sertenas, Estienne Groulleau, 
and Jehan Longis, in twelve volumes issued from 1540 to 1556, variously printed by 
Estienne Groulleau, Denys Janot (d. 1545), and the latter’s widow and. successor, 


Jeanne de Marnef. Owing to the great demand for the work several reprints were issued 
for these same publishers, at least one of which was printed by Pasquier Le Tellier. 
Individual copies of the various volumes vary as to the imprint appearing on the title- 
page. In the present set the title-pages of Books I-VIII bear Longis’ imprint, that of 
Book IX Groulleau’s and those of Books X-XII Sertenas’. The title-pages are dated as 
follows: (I) 1548, (II) 1550, (III) 1547, (IV) 1543, (V) 1550, (VI) 1545, 
(VII) 1546, (VIII) 1548, (IX) 1551, (X) 1552, (XI) 1559, and (XII) 1556. 
The first eight books, comprising Amadis de Gaule proper (I-IV), Esplandian (V), 
Perion et Lisvart de Gréce (VI), and Amadis de Gréce (VII-VIII), were translated 
by Nicolas de Herberay, Seigneur des Essarts; Book IX, beginning Florisel de Niquée, 
by Gilles Boileau (revised by Claude Colet); Book X, continuing Florisel de Niquée, 
and Book XI, Rogel de Gréce, by J. G. P. [Jacques Gohorry, of Paris}; and Book XII, 
Agesilan de Gréce and the conclusion of Florisel, by G. Aubert de Poitiers.

Palau, mentioning only two 
other sales records of sets, refers three times to the present one from the library of 
Baron Seilliére. 


The title-leaf of Book X, however, is 
somewhat soiled and creased and is partly restored in the outer and upper margin (in- 
cluding one letter of the headline), and there are a few small marginal repairs in the 
opening leaves of the same volume; the lower outer marginal corner of the title-leaf of 
Book XI is restored, and there are small repaired tears in a few leaves in this volume 
and in Book XII, the last leaf of the latter being rehinged; and there are, perhaps, a 


few trifling defects elsewhere. 


Books I-VIII (and possibly IX) were formerly in the Royal Library at Munich, whose 
stamp and duplicate stamp is impressed on the verso of the title-page of Books I, IV, 
and VIII. The set was apparently completed by Baron Seilliére and later acquired by 


Victorien Sardou, whose bookplate is inserted in Vol. I.

When owned by Colonel Stanley the set did not include the three variant volumes, 
although the latter, presumably added when the set was acquired by Edward Vernon 
Urtterson, are in an eighteenth century binding. 

The bibliography of the early 12mo editions of Amadis of Gaul in French is somewhat 
complicated, the original printing and the many reprintings having been made over a 
period extending from 1577 to 1615 and in several cities. Books I-XII were first pub- 
lished in 12mo at Paris by Sertenas and Groulleau in 1557, and among the reprints were 
those printed at Lyons by Benoist Rigaud in 1575-6 and by Francois Didier in 1577. 
In the present set Vols. I, IX, XI, and XII are of the Rigaud and Vols. II-VIII and X 
of the Didier edition. Wols. XIII-XXI, issued by various publishers, include some 
apparently first printings. The last three vols. appear to have been first printed in the 
present 8vo 1616 edition. 

The three variant editions, containing a different version of the text, are first printings. 
These and two other variants (for Books XIV and XV) are considered necessary for 
the completion of the 26-vol. set. The Thresor was first printed at Paris by Groulleau 
in 8vo in 1559. 

THE PRESENT SET IS IN FINE CONDITION, although there are a few defects, as follows: 
Vol. I, the 2 preliminary leaves of introduction are in ink facsimile, and there is a small 
tear in the title-leaf; Vol. VIII, opening leaves repaired at upper outer marginal corner;

Only one edition of this work, printed in gothic type, is described in the Gesamtkatalog 
der Wiegendrucke; it is also listed by Proctor. The present copy agrees, except in the 
type, which is roman throughout, and in certain minor orthographical variations, with 
the description given in GW (2224) of the gothic type edition, both in collation and 
in quoted wording. The type used in the present edition agrees in measurement with 
the single roman font among the four types which Proctor lists as used by this press, 
20 lines totaling 109 mm. 
The recorded gothic type edition is itself a volume of great typographical interest, being 
considered the first dated production of the second press established at Salamanca and 
being the volume adopted to identify the work of its anonymous printer. The first 
press at Salamanca, also anonymous, is identified with the same writer’s Introductiones 
latinae, printed in 1481, the first dated Salamanca book. 
Precedence of the roman or gothic printings cannot be determined by the date in the 
colophon, which is August 18, 1492, in both volumes. This chronological identity is 
peculiar, and, upon careful reading of the colophon one cannot escape the conclusion 
that the date seems to be that of completion of the writing of the work, rather than of 
its printing, as has been hitherto supposed. 
The colophon reads as follows in the present copy:

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Juan de la Cuesta secured his publishing license for Portugal, a protective measure taken 
after the publication of two pirated editions in Lisbon in 1605, by Jorge Rodriguez and 
Pedro Craesbeeck. 

An important textual difference between the two Madrid editions of 1605 may be 
observed on folio 132, verso, where a passage appearing in the First Edition, considered 
sacrilegious, is emended in the present edition. 

THE PRESENT EDITION IS EXCEEDINGLY RARE. There is a copy in the Huntington 
Library (the Church copy), and in the catalogue of the Church Library only four other 
copies are located, namely, one in the library of the Duke of Devonshire, the Huth 
copy, one in the Boston Public Library, and one belonging to the Hispanic Society of 
America. Other copies exist, but since 1887 only six or seven copies, excluding the Huth 
copy and the present one, have appeared at public sale in either England or America, 
according to Book-Prices Current.

No French writer of the fifteenth century achieved greater literary fame in his day or 
was more admired by his contemporaries than Alain Chartier, poet and political writer, 
who was born at Bayeux in 1385 and died about 1430. 

Educated at the University of Paris, he became a confidential follower of the Dauphin, 
afterwards Charles VII, acting for him in the triple capacity of clerk, notary, and 
confidential secretary. His earliest poem is his Livre des Quatre Dames, written after the 
battle of Agincourt, in 1415 or 1416, but the one for which he was perhaps most cele- 
brated in his time and later, was La Belle Dame sans Merci. Another poem, his 
Bréviaire des nobles, was also widely famous, it being related by Jean de Masles, who 
annotated a portion of Chartier’s verse, that pages and gentlemen of that epoch were 
required to learn daily passages from it by heart. 


Also a prose writer, whose life embraced some of France’s worst periods in the Hundred 
Years War, Chartier achieved fame with his political Quadrilogue Invective, written in 
1422, a quadrilogue in which France herself and the three orders of state, the nobility, 
the clergy, and the people, are represented. “Chartier lays bare the abuses of the feudal 
army and the sufferings of the peasants. He rendered an immense service to his country 
by maintaining that the cause of France, although desperate to all appearance, was not yet 
lost if the contending factions could lay aside their differences in the face of the common 
enemy.” 

He also wrote the Livre d’espérance, in 1429, a fierce attack on the nobility and the 
clergy, and Le Curial, a diatribe on the courtiers of Charles VII, which was translated 
into English by William Caxton and printed by him about 1484. 

All of the works by Chartier mentioned above, and many others, are included in the 
present edition. 

The present edition is unrecorded in John Macfarlane’s Antoine Vérard (Bibliographical 
Society Monograph No. VII, London, 1900), which describes another undated edition 
differing from the present one in the colophon, in the woodcut capital L on the title-page, 
in the woodcut illustration on the verso of the title-page, and in minor typographical and 
orthographical details. These two editions, one with the colophon mentioning Verard’s 
name, printed not later than 1494, and the other, of which the present is a copy, without 
mention of the publisher, printed circa 1494, are both described and so dated in the 
Gesamtkatalog der Wiegendrucke; but the present copy is erroneously listed in that 
publication among the located copies of the former rather than the latter variety. 

The fact that the variety of colophon used in the present copy does not mention Vérard’s 
name would seem to indicate that the present edition or printing, in opposition to the 
Gesamtkatalog der Wiegendrucke listing, might even be the earlier, as originally sup- 
positiously listed by Hain. 

The woodcut on the verso of the title-page is more than half-page in size and represents 
the author presenting his book to the king, the latter enthroned and surrounded by 
courtiers; below it are eight lines of verse. This woodcut is described as an illumination in 
Macfarlane’s reference to the copy on vellum in the Bibliotheque Nationale.

The woodcut on the recto of the first page of text is as large as the former and repre- 
sents a man lying on a bed propped on his arm, with the figure of a youth and a woman 
behind him. The man is labeled “Entendement” and the woman “Merencolie”, these 
legends being set in type in open scroll spaces provided for them. In the copy of the 
printing described by Macfarlane these legends were not present, a further indication 
that the present copy might be the earlier. This same woodcut, but without the legends, 
is repeated on the first page of the second part (poetry).

Many were 
destroyed in the Indian war of 1675-6, and in 1677 the Rev. John Eliot declared that a 


new edition was much needed.

The history of this copy has been traced by Dr. Wilberforce Eames in his Bibliographical 
Notes on Eliot’s Indian Bible as follows: “An unusually large and fine copy, with many 
rough leaves. It remained in the original binding of dark blue morocco, gilt edges, and 
‘in the finest condition’, until after 1870, when it was rebound in olive gros grained 
morocco, by F. Bedford. With the diamond shaped figure on the Indian new testament 
title. As originally bound, this copy did not contain the leaf of contents, and therefore 
was like no. 17 of this list, described as a fifth variety. The leaf, however, was after- 
wards inserted from another copy, so that it conforms now with the description of the 
third variety. On the verso of the title [and other leaves} is the stamp of the Bodleian 
Library of Oxford, by which institution it was sold as a duplicate. It came to the 
United States about the year 1863, and was offered for sale at £100. Mr. James T. 
Bruce, of New York, purchased it, and at the sale of his library in New York, April, 
1868 (no. 267), it brought $1130—against Mr. George Brinley’s bid of $1127.50—passing 
into the collection of Mr. John A. Rice, of Chicago, who supplied the leaf of contents 
from an imperfect copy in his possession. At the sale of his books in New York, March, 
1870 (no. 662), it was bought for $1050 by Mr. J. W. Boughton, the bookseller, who 
sold it to Mr. William Menzies, of New York. 

“Tt was then learned that the leaf of contents which had been inserted by Mr. Rice, was 
from the edition of 1685. This mistake Mr. Menzies rectified by inserting a genuine 
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leaf from an imperfect copy of the first edition in his possession. He also had the book 
rebound [as here described], preserving its original size. At the sale of his library in 
New York, November, 1876 (no. 665), it was bought by Mr. Joseph J. Cooke, of 
Providence, R. I., for $900. When the third portion of Mr. Cooke’s library was sold in 
New York, December, 1883 (Americana, no. 789), the present owner [Mr. Brayton 
Ives} secured the bible for $1250.” 

At the Brayton Ives sale in March, 1891, this copy brought $1,650; it then passed 
through the hands of several collectors and dealers until Mr. George H. Richmond 
placed it in this collection. 

There are seven known varieties of this edition, of which this is the third as described 
by Dr. Eames, containing the English general title, the dedication of the whole Bible, 
the leaf of contents, the text of Genesis to Malachi, the Indian New Testament title 
with the diamond-shaped figure, the text of Matthew to Revelations, the metrical psalms, 
and the final leaf of rules.

Jehan Frellon published books from 1508 to 1518. 


The First Edition in Latin is known to have been printed in 1495, as mentioned in the 
Lyon 1497 edition, but no copy, according to Brunet, has survived. In the present edition 
the history is carried down to the accession of Francis I (1514 according to the chronicle, 
but actually 1515).

AN APPARENTLY UNPUBLISHED AUTOGRAPH MANUSCRIPT OF A BOOK OF POEMS BY 
CHRISTOPHE DE GAMON, BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN WRITTEN IN HIS YOUTH. 


Christophe de Gamon, the French poet, was born at Annonay in 1575 and died in r62xr. 
He was the author of several published poems, didactic in character, which number 
Les Pescheries (1599), a work in two parts on the delights of fresh and salt water 
fishing; Le Jardinet de Poésie (1600), containing additions to the former; La Semaine, 
ou Création du Monde (1609), a poem in which the Copernican system is explained and 
maintained; and Le Trésor des Trésors (1610), a poem on alchemy. 

The present volume of poems, believed to have been written in his youth, is referred to 
by Gamon in his La Semaine in a passage in the “Avis au Lecteur” which reads as 
follows in translation: 

“Of this number is a booklet [“brouillart’”}, now gone astray, which I hastily forged 
and lightly armed a long time ago to blame and combat love. It was an infant, born of 
an infant to wage war against an infant, and one which had neither strength nor skill. 
For that reason, unable to find nourishment in such little substance, my temper has 
subscribed with my pen a decree of condemnation, so that, if someone should yet give 
it to the World, it would be seen that I gave it the first fad most rude censure. 
Inscribed on the title-page is a note in French in a seventeenth century hand, oe 
“Crozet”, stating that this original manuscript by de Gamon, dedicated to Monsieur de 
Tournon and apparently printed, was found in the Tournon library and was given to 
the undersigned by the claimants when the inventory was made. 

The supposition, possibly based upon its book-like layout, that the manuscript had been 
printed is apparently untrue, for there appears to be no record of any published edition. 
It is, in spite of the author’s remarks, a very interesting series of poems, and well worthy 
of publication. 

There are numerous corrections throughout, some effected by means of pasted-down slips 
of paper. Pasted on leaf 9, recto, is a woodcut portrait of a bearded man purporting to 
be that of the author according to four lines of verse inscribed below and signed 


“PH. D. P.”, in which de Gamon is extravagantly praised.

The author was the son of one of the conquerors of Peru, and his mother was grand- 
daughter of the great Inca Tupac Yupanqui, the last native monarch of Peru. With such 
an ancestry he was a most industrious and careful historian of the evil fortunes of his 
race, as well as a chronicler of the victories of its conquerors. 


This is the second contemporary published narrative of De Soto’s conquest of Florida, 
based upon the relations of eye-witnesses and written forty years after the events it 
describes.

No teacher of 
equal prominence arose in the Church from his time until that of Anselm, who died ir 
1109. The author of several works, including Dialogorum libri iv (of which the present 
edition is a translation), Saint Gregory, whose name is perpetuated in Gregorian Song 
and similar terms, is also popularly remembered for the remark, “Non angli sed angeli’ 
[“Not Angles but angels” }, which he is said to have made when he saw some English 
slave-boys offered for sale in the Forum.

Le pélerinage de Homme is the first of the three parts of Le Roman des Trois Pélerin- 
ages, a romantic trilogy in verse written by Guillaume de Guilleville circa 1330-60. The 
only early printed edition of the complete work appears to be the one printed for Barthole 
and Jean Petit at Paris circa 1499, in which the text contained revisions and additions by 
its editor, Pierre Virgin, a Clairvaux monk. A separate edition of the first part, under 
the title Le Pélerinage de la Vie Humaine, was printed at Lyon in 1486 by Matthias 
Huss, who had already printed a prose adaptation of it by Jean Gallopez the previous 
year. A separate edition of the second part, Le Pélerinage de Ame, was printed by 
Vérard in 1499. 

Like many medieval romances, Le Roman des Trois Pélerinages, which relates the 
author’s pilgrimage to the celestial Jerusalem, is presented in the form of a dream. The 
principal allegorical characters are Grace de Dieu and Nature, who are in constant 
disagreement. In his journey the author meets all of the Passions and finally enters a 
convent where he is subjected to hardships for thirty-nine years. His retreat is then 
invaded by Envy, Treason, and Scylla with her dogs, who attack the poet and leave him 
to die. Ovid arrives in time to console him, but when death is about to strike the poet 
is gripped with such fear that he awakens.

The last quire thus comprises five leaves and 
may, therefore, have originally included a final blank, now missing. In that the blank 
leaf 164 is apparently superfluous, interrupting the otherwise continuous text, it would 
seem likely that it is due to an error of the printer in the make-up and that the present 
copy is therefore of an earlier issue than the copy in the British Museum.

Part I, containing twelve nouvelles and contes, one ballad, and an envoy, is the first 
edition with this title, for an edition containing only La Fontaine’s Le Cocu Battu et 
Content and Joconde ou l’Infidélité des Femmes, together with Saint-Evremond’s La 
Matrone d’Ephése, was issued earlier in the same year by the same publisher under the 
title Nouuelles en Vers Tiree de Bocace et de l’Arioste, of which only two known copies 
are recorded by Le Petit. 

The present copy of Part I is a variant issue presenting certain differences from the 
copy described by Jules Le Petit in his Bibliographie des Principales Editions Originales. 
Thus, in addition to certain typographical variations, the title-page of the present copy 
has a woodcut ornament in the shape of a growing carnation plant in blossom (instead 
of a floral crown), and the imprint address reads “. . . au Palais, sur le second Perron 
de la Ste Chapelle” (instead of “. . . vis a vis le Portail de la Sainte Chapelle, au signe 
de la Croix”). Furthermore, this copy does not contain the final privilege leaf, which 
together with a final blank leaf is presumably lacking, the last leaf being signed Eiiij. 
Part II is one of two issues, both described by Le Petit and differing solely in the im- 
print on the title-page, the other issue, presumably earlier, bearing the name and address 
of Claude Barbin (as in the present copy of Part I), who transferred the publication 
rights of the volume to Louis Billaine, as noted in the privilege at the end.

This is a compilation of the narratives of four different French expeditions: Ribaut’s 
voyage in 1562, Laudonniére’s in 1564, Ribaut’s second voyage in 1565, and that of 
Gourges in 1567. The first three are covered by the letters of Laudonniére; the last is 
an anonymous account, perhaps by Basanier, the editor of the collection. 

Excepting the account found in the Relacion of Cabeca de Vaca, this work gives the 
FIRST DESCRIPTION OF THE INDIAN TRIBES OF FLoriDA. The relation of the atrocities 
and massacres of the French by Menendez is appalling. 

In the dedication to Sir Walter Raleigh is found the passage: “quelques Isles & terre 
continente entre la Floride & le Cap Breton, nommee a present (a l’honneur de vostre 
tres-vertueuse & serenissime Royne) Virginea, ou le Seigneur Greenuill ’a estably vostre 
colonie.” This is believed to be THE EARLIEST MENTION OF VIRGINIA IN ANY PRINTED 
BOOK.

Based on the pattern of the 
Spanish picaroon romances of the 16th and 17th century, its title and the opening 
chapter or two are borrowed from Luis Velez de Guevara’s Diablo Cojuelo, but the rest 
of the work is an entirely original creation. Although French, Le Sage enjoys the rare 
distinction of being more important in European than in French literature, for he 
followed Spanish instead of French models and, forming no school in France, was, 
however. of considerable influence upon the English novel.

A VERY BEAUTIFUL MANUSCRIPT OF “THE ROMANCE OF THE ROSE”, WRITTEN IN 
FRANCE ABOUT THE MIDDLE OF THE FOURTEENTH CENTURY. 

Regarding this famous poem we quote the following passages from the introduction to 
F, W. Bourdillon’s The Early Editions of the Roman de la Rose: 

“Tt [Le Roman de la Rose} consists, as everyone knows, of two parts of very unequal 
length, written by two separate authors of very different quality. The date accepted for 
the first part is about 1237. In this year, or the year before, a youthful poet, who tells 
us himself that he was twenty-five (I. 23 and I. 48) began a very pretty and graceful 
allegory, a love story in dreamland, with a background of summer weather and bright 
landscape, of gardens and garden-walls which are frescoed without and full of greenery 
within, of roses and singing birds and delightful young people, who are all personifica- 
tions—or as we might phrase it to-day visualizations—of charming qualities and pleasant 
feelings, Beauty, Courtesy, and the like. Gaiety and happiness are in the air; the very 
difficulties appear made for the pleasure of overcoming them. All is fresh, innocent, 
buoyant, light-hearted, and in spite of the allegory full of a certain reality in the scenery 
and the situations. This part of the poem is only a little over four thousand lines in 
length; and the work would probably have been finished in less than the same number 
again. But here the author died; and perhaps his fragment would have perished, like 
so much else of good and bad, had not another poet, less romantic, but of stronger 
wing, been moved to adopt it and complete it on his own lines. It would seem to have 
lain unknown and uncopied for some forty years, when Jean de Meun, about the same 
age himself as the first author had been when he began the poem, found it, and saw in 
the fresh and vigorous Rose of Guillaume de Lorris a stock whereon to graft a Rose of 
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his own very different nature. In his hands the refined and delicate Damask bourgeons 
and spreads into a prodigious and rather coarse Rambler. There is some pretence and 
profession of following the plan of the original poem, which is indeed at last worked 
out to a kind of conclusion. But the whole character of the work is changed. The light- 
heartedness has disappeared, and gives place to a cynical humour. The atmosphere of 
romance is changed for that of satire. In the words of M. Gaston Paris: “The subject 
of the poem, the conquest of the Rose by l’Amant, is often but an accessory lost to sight; 
P?Amant himself, instead of suffering and acting, is but the benevolent listner to in- 
terminable discourses addressed to him by Raison, Ami, Faux-Semblant, which unfold a 
kind of disordered Encyclopaedia, taken from various sources, but penetrated with the 
author’s spirit, a bold, cynical, nowise religious, eminently bourgeois spirit, and at times 
quite modern. . . . We also find a coarse naturalism which appears again with a certain 
grandeur, in the episode where Nature confesses to her priest Genius, and complains that 
man alone in the world refuses to obey her with docility.’ 


“The strange incongruity between the two parts of the poem did not hinder its success, 
nor, hybrid though it was, did it suffer from the usual law of hybrids, sterility. For in 
the succeeding generations it became the parent, direct or indirect, of several works of 
some length and importance, chief among which was the Pelerinaige de homme, through 
the line of which it is possible to say that in some sense the Roman de la Rose was the 
ancestor of the Pilgrim’s Progress. For over two hundred and fifty years, first in manu- 
sctipt and then in printed editions, it enjoyed a vast popularity; and, in spite of the 
fulminations of Gerson, and the shrieks of Christine de Pisane, the healthy good sense 
of the public persisted in seeing in it more than the mere sensuality, refined or coarse, 
which is only a conspicuous feature to the eyes of the prurient-minded.” 


THE PRESENT MANUSCRIPT IS COMPLETE and is composed of 17 quires of eight leaves 
each, with the exception of the fifth which comprises only 7, together with a final quire 
of 3 leaves (lacking its final blank); there is one original vellum fly-leaf at the beginning 
and one at the end. The fifth quire, although apparently lacking a fourth leaf, is 
textually complete. There are quire catchwords throughout, except for the seventh quire 
from which it has apparently been trimmed away; the catchword for the sixth quire is 
partly trimmed into. A number of leaves towards the end have original or early restora- 
tions along the lower edge of the lower margins; there are occasional trifling tears in some 
leaves and, at the beginning and end, a few small wormholes. Some pages, including the 
first and the illumination thereon, are slightly worn from handling. 


THE PRESENT MANUSCRIPT IS OF CONSIDERABLE TEXTUAL IMPORTANCE, for it contains 
24 concluding lines of verse which were not printed, apparently, in any of the early 
editions. The following note regarding these lines is inscribed in a neat early nineteenth 
century hand on the recto of the first vellum fly-leaf: 
“This beautiful Manuscript contains the 24 verses, printed for the first time in Du 
Fresny’s Edition of 1735, and which the Abbé says he only saw in the manuscript belong- 
ing to the Abbey of St. Germain des Prez, and that all the others, which he had an 
opportunity of examining, ended like the old printed editions, with the following lines:

This is the only edition in quarto size published by Antoine Vérard, who produced two 
of the preceding seven folio editions, the first of the latter being from the press of Ortuin 
and Schenck at Lyons, circa 1481. 

Macfarlane (Antoine Vérard, 1900) assigns this edition to the year 1505, with a query, 
but F. W. Bourdillon (The Early Editions of the Roman de la Rose, 1906) dates it as 
circa 1500 and advances evidence, based on the woodcuts, for believing that it could not 
have been printed much later than that date. 

The edition is divided into two parts, with a separate title-page for the second. The first, 
containing Le Roman de la Rose, comprises 150 leaves printed in double columns of 41 
lines, including a final and otherwise blank leaf bearing Vérard’s device on the recto; 
this part is illustrated with 88 small woodcut illustrations, three of which are repetitions. 
The second part, comprising 42 leaves, contains the Codicille, printed in long lines, 41 
lines, with a woodcut repeated once, and the Testament and Epitaphe, printed in double 
columns of 41 lines, with one woodcut. The two title-pages are partly xylographic. 
This quarto edition is by “far the best (as well as the earliest) of the seven editions of 
that size which appeared at Paris within the first thirty years of the sixteenth century.” 
—Bourdillon. 

THIS EDITION IS EXTREMELY RARE. The only copy located by Macfarlane was the one 
in the British Museum. Bourdillon must have examined at least two copies, for he 
mentions a variation on the second title of the British Museum copy; the present copy 
agrees with the other copy fully described by Bourdillon. No copy of this edition is 
known on vellum.

Lieutenant Maclellan was sent to New Orleans and established friendly relations with 
the Spanish officials. He gives an extended description of the city and its surroundings, 
and outlines the plan to capture the Mississippi fur trade. Among his interesting obser- 
vations are the following: 

“In the month of March we had a congress with the Chicawsaws,; Chactaws & Cusatoes; 
it was the most numerous that ever was knowen on the continent of America there was 
at one time 2160 Soules in the Town of Mobile where the congress was held, we settled 
every thing amicably . . . 

“These people are strong Bodied, Nimble G@ Active . . . In the Month of July they 
offer up a Sacrifice not unlike the Passover, at that time their Corn is ripe, they Fast 
eight days . . . they Extinguish all the fires in the Nation & in the last day of their 
Fast before any of them have tasted the corn, they kill a dear & cut him in four quarters, 
burn it in the four Angles of a Square & in the Center they burn the firstlings of the 
Crop .. . at this time the Marryed women have a priviledge which I believe w’d be by 
no means disagreable to many London Ladys if they are tired of their husbands they 
may leave them without assigning any reason for so doing.” 

The writer then describes at length the punishments for adultery in the different tribes.

A record and history of the eight known copies and a full bibliographical account of this 
edition is given in The Histories of Brazil, by Pero de Magalhaes, now translated into 
English for the first time and annotated by John B. Stetson, Jr., with a facsimile of the 
Portuguese original, 1576 (2 vols., New York: The Cortes Society, 1922), in which 
it is shown that the engravings, signed “7. 1.”, are believed to be by Jeronymo Luiz. 
THIS WORK CONTAINS THE FIRST PRINTED HISTORY OF THE DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 
BY THE PoRTUGUESE, who landed at Brazil in the year 1500. Regarding it the Church 
Catalogue states that “Except the description of Brazil in Ptolemy (Rome, 1508), this 
is the earliest comprehensive account of the region now known under that name, and 
gives an interesting account of the natives of that country.

Modeled on the lines of 
Boccaccio’s Decameron, the work contains sixty-seven stories which are told to each 
other by a company of ladies and gentlemen who are stopped in their homeward journey 
from Cauterets by the swelling of a river. In 1559 it was published for the first time 
under the familiar title Heptameron, edited by Claude Gruget and containing five 
additional stories.

In it there is the same 
gap between pp. 44 and 45, which here (at least in the British Museum copy) has not 
been remedied, as in the earlier edition, by the insertion of additional leaves. Here as in 
the earlier edition, fol. 164 has been cut out, but its absence does not cause a gap in the 
text. 

“These two editions must evidently have been printed in rapid succession, and it seems 
desirable to assign this to the earliest possible date, namely, July-December, 1503, the 
year in which Vérard arrived at his new address, ‘devant la rue neufue nostre dame,’ 
and the earlier edition to the earlier part of the same year, which Vérard spent ‘pres petit 
Pont’.” 

The present copy agrees with Marfarlane’s description of the British museum copy. 


Monstrelet’s Chronicles are among the most valuable records of the latter part of the 
Hundred Years’ War, covering the period from 1400 to 1444. In the present first 
printed edition the history has been extended up the year 1467. Little is known of 
Monstrelet (circa 1400-1453), who belonged to a noble family of Picardy and is said 
to have been present at Joan of Arc’s interview with Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy. 
Macfarlane locates only two copies of this edition, one in the British Museum and one, 
on vellum, in the Bibliothéque Nationale; the Robert Hoe library, however, contained 
another copy on vellum. Macfarlane 176.

This beautiful edition, the first published after Montaigne’s death in 1592, is of great 
importance in that it established the definitive text followed in numerous subsequent 
editions. It was edited by Mlle Marie de Jars de Gournay, Montaigne’s adopted 
daughter, and incorporates additions and emendations which the author left in the form 
of manuscript annotations in two copies of the 1588 edition. 


There are two issues of this edition: one, of which the present is a copy, with the 
imprint of Abel l’Angelier and the other with the imprint of Michel Sonnius (I’Angelier’s 
associate in the publication of this edition); some copies of the former are found either 
with the final preliminary page blank, or, as in the present copy, bearing Montaigne’s 
address to the reader. 

Leaves F? and F° (forming the same sheet, pp. 63-4 and 69-70) are in the original 
uncancelled form in this copy. In some copies they were replaced by cancel-leaves, 
supplying an additional passage on p. 63 (twenty-two lines which were inserted between 
the sentence ending with the word “party” and the one beginning with the word “Dieu” 
in line 9 from the bottom), pp. 63-4 thus displaying 46 lines each instead of 43 and 38 
respectively as in the present copy. The words “que vne” on p. 70, line 4, were changed 
to the then modernized form “qu’vne” in the cancel-sheet. 


The First Edition of Montaigne’s essays, comprising only the first two of the three 
books, was published in 1580; editions followed in 1582, 1587, and 1588, the last of these 
being the first to contain the third and final book.

This is a preliminary report upon the Indies and a general summary of the author's 
great work Historia General y Natural de las Indias [ Number 270} which was not pub. 
lished until 1535. This summary was published as the second book of Peter Martyr's 
Historia de Indie Occidentali in 1534. 

In this early work Oviedo is at pains to describe to the Emperor the natural conditions 
of America as he saw them, giving accounts of the natives and their customs, the animals, 
birds, and trees, the natural wealth of the country, and the pearl-fisheries; he also explains 
how commerce with the Moluccas could be facilitated by the way of the Strait of 
Magellan. 

Oviedo went to America with Governor Pedrarias in 1513, and spent thirty-four years 
of his life there, crossing the Atlantic twelve times. He was at Panama when Pizarro 
and Almagro were fitting out their first expedition, and from that time onward was in 
intimate communication with all the great explorers of America. In 1532 he was ap- 


pointed Chief Chronicler of the Indies.

The death of the author while the worl 
was in press prevented the publication of the remaining books, and the complete wor! 
was not printed until 1851 when the manuscripts were finally brought together and pub 
lished by the Spanish government. 

Apparently there were two issues of the second part, of undetermined priority. This cop 
is like the New York Public Library copy described in the Church Catalogue, whicl 
differs from the Church copy in the colophon set-up. 


When he was appointed Chief Chronicler of the Indies, authority was given to Ovied 
by the Emperor to demand from the different governors of Spanish America such docu 
ments as he might need for his work; consequently this history is a vast storehouse o 
facts relating to the times, and is the source from which most historians have drawn thei 
accounts of the early events in the New World.

The 
celebrity of this edition is largely due to its association with the trial and burning alive 
of its editor in 1553. One of the charges brought against Servetus was the alleged 
authorship of a statement, printed on the back of the map of Palestine, reflecting on the 
soil and climate of that country. Many copies of this book are said to have been burned 
at the same time by order of Calvin.

The toppoyers are hudge of stature, an extraordinary active strong peopl 
a people of a strange inhumaine nature . . . These toppoyers have fameliar conve 
sation wth the devill and are a people that mutch desire to feed on manns flesh, an 
when the men dye, the women are said to eate their husbands . . .” 


“These Braselians are the trewe natives, takinge their name from their country Brassyl 
they are very Industriouss to live and likewise their wives doe plant and gather Cottor 
they spynn yt and make hangmatts to sleepe in they are woonderfull kynde an 
fryndlye one to another . . .” 

Five pages are devoted to the Portuguese, their institutions and customs, and the 
treatment of the Indians before the arrival of the Dutch. The Dutch fleet arrived o 
Olinda in March, 1629, and landed 2,200 men, “having lost many men of scicknesse i 
their voyage”. 

The narrative then describes in detail the capture of Olinda, the siege of forts S 
Francisco and St. George which gave them control of the harbor, and the constar 
fighting that went on on the line of communication between Olinda and Recife. 


The war dragged on, with alternation of success and defeat, until at last, the Portugues 
having gained a little advantage, the Dutch sent out one of their ablest commander: 
the Count of Nassau, giving him full powers to complete the conquest. He reache 
Recife in January, 1637, and at once entered upon an active campaign. He took Port 
Calvo, built Fort Maurits and rebuilt Olinda, and made an unsuccessful attack on Bahiz 
All of these movements are described in detail by the writer, together with mam 
interesting incidents relating to the natives, the treachery of the Portuguese, the nava 
battles, etc. The writer left Brazil soon after the news of the restoration of the Duke o 
Braganza to the throne of Portugal reached them.

This romance, also known as L’Histoire du Chevalier Regnault de Montauban, is one ol 
the more important of the Carolingian series. In its present form it is a prose rendering, 
probably written in the first half of the fifteenth century, of a poem composed about the 
beginning of the thirteenth century by Huon de Villeneuve, a trouvére who also sang 
the romance of Huon de Bordeaux. 

The hero of this story, Regnault (or Renaud) de Montauban, is one of the most famous 
figures of French and Italian romance. He was the subject of many Italian poems, 
including I] Rinaldo by Tasso. 

“The four sons of Aymon give their name to inns and streets in nearly every town of 
France, and the numerous prose versions show what a hold the story gained on the 
popular imagination. Renaud’s sword Floberge and his horse Bayard passed with him 
into popular legend. The poem . . . opens with the story of the dissensions between 
Charlemagne and the sons of Doon of Mayence, Beuves d’Aigremont, Doon de Nan- 
teuil, and Aymon de Dordone. The rebellious vassals are defeated by the imperial army 
near Troyes, and, peace established, Aymon rises in favour at court, and supports the 
emperor, even in his persecution of his four sons, Renaud, Alard, Guichard, and 
Richard. A second feud arises from a quarrel between Renaud and Bertolai, Charle- 
magne’s nephew, over a game of chess, in the course of which Renaud kills Bertolai with

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the chess-board. The hero then mounts his steed Bayard, and escapes with his brothers 
to the Ardennes, where they build the castle of Montessor overlooking the Meuse. . . . 
The outlaws are eventually persuaded to seek their fortune outside Charlemagne’s 
kingdom, and cross the Loire to take service with King Yon of Gascony against the 
Saracens, accompanied by their cousin, the enchanter Maugis. Yon, however, is com- 
pelled by Charlemagne to withdraw his protection, and the castle of Montauban, which 
the brothers have built on the Dordogne, is besieged by the emperor. They next seek 
refuge beyond the Rhine, and sustain a third seige at Trémoigne (Dortmund), after 
which the emperor is persuaded by the barons to make peace. Bayard is abandoned to 
Charlemagne, and thrown into the Meuse, only to rise again. He still gallops over the 
hills of the Ardennes on St. John’s Eve. Renaud, who throughout the story is a type 
of the Christian and chivalric virtues, makes a pilgrimage to the Holy Land and is 
invested with some of the exploits of Godfrey de Bouillon. On his return he gives 
himself up to religion, working as a mason on the church of St. Peter at Cologne, where 
he receives martyrdom at the hands of his jealous fellow-labourers.”—Encyclopaedia 
Britannica.

The erection of this first “lone-star” state forms an interesting but comparatively little- 
known incident in the turmoil of events that crowded the history of Florida during the 
first twenty years of the nineteenth century. 

The purchase of Louisiana by the United States led to the rumor that Napoleon was 
about to seize and hold Florida, and practically nullified the authority of the Spanish 
officials. As a consequence a miscellaneous rabble of Englishmen, Spaniards, renegade 
Americans, traders, land speculators, army deserters, fugitives from justice, filibusters, 
pirates, and others of their ilk flocked into the country and determined to set up a free 
government. In the spring of 1810 they issued a call for a convention, adopted a declara- 
tion of independence, a constitution, a lone-star flag, created a standing army, and chose 
Fulwar Skipwith for governor. 

The first and only congress of the independent state of West Florida met on November 
29, 1810, when Governor Skipwith made the address printed in this broadside. West 
Florida offered terms of annexation to the United States to President Madison, who 
refused the terms but issued a proclamation annexing a part of the territory to Orleans, 
and ordered Governor Claiborne to take possession. Governor Skipwith and Philemon 
Thomas, commander of the army of West Florida, tried to resist Claiborne in vain, and 
the independent state of West Florida ceased to exist.

As he had been the only governor of the independent state 
of West Florida, Mr. Skipwith now desired to become the first senator from that district 
in the Legislature of Louisiana. 

Louisiana was admitted to the Union as a state on April 8, 1812, and an act of 
Congress approved April 14, 1812, enlarged the limits of that State to include the 
greater part of West Florida, which had proclaimed its independence in 1810. Mr. 
Skipwith was not only elected but served as President of the Senate of Louisiana during 
the War of 1812. This address contains practically a historical review of the political 
situation in West Florida, from the standpoint of the independents, from the time of 
President Madison’s proclamation annexing the district to Orleans.

A MAGNIFICENT ILLUMINATED MANUSCRIPT, WITH TWO LARGE MINIATURES. Written 
circa 1374, during the reign of Charles V of France (“Charles the Wise”), Le Songe du 
Vergier is an important anonymous allegorical work defending the precedence of royal 
over ecclesiastical jurisdiction. The two powers are impersonated by two Queens, whose 
respective rights are argued before the King by their champions, a Knight and a Cleric. 
Abounding in political erudition, the work is a very able refutation of the Church’s 
claim to universal sovereignty, and is thought to have been written at the instance of 
Charles V. Its authorship is unestablished, but it has been variously attributed to Raoul 
de Presle, Philippe de Meziéres, author of Le Songe du Vieil Pellerin, and to Charles 


de Louviers. 


The present splendid manuscript of this work, written in France circa 1460-70, is in 
supetb state of preservation. 


THE MINIATURES ARE FINE EXAMPLES OF THIS ART. The first portrays a landscape 
with background of wooded hills against a blue sky; in the left foreground, occupying 
about half the width of the miniature, is a pavilion with the front exposed and showing 
the author within, sleeping fully clad upon a bed with crimson canopy and coverlet; in 
the right foreground, upon a green sward, King Charles V is shown enthroned with full 
regalia, listening to the arguments of the two Queens, one of whom, La Puissance 
Spirituelle, stands at his right, and the other, La Puissance Seculiére, at his left. The 
second miniature shows the interior of an oratory, with lancet windows and an open door 
revealing a glimpse of landscape; the Knight, or Chevalier, is seen standing at the left, 
clad in a blue fur-edged tunic and wearing a fur hat, arguing with the Cleric, or Clerc, 
who stands at the right, wearing a green robe with a blue and white cape and a biretta; 
to the right is a desk with several books.

On the upper right corner of the same fly-leaf is an inscription by the Rev. Henry Drury 
of Harrow (1778-1841), in his usual minute and very neat script, reading as follows: 
“Songe du Vergier, qui parle de la disputation du Clerc et du Chevalier. MS. sur velin 
XV Siecle, avec deux illuminations. Henry Drury. Harrow. C.7.3.” 

Below the preceding inscription and across the page are three paragraphs regarding the 
manuscript, in French and in English, totaling 15 lines, in the autograph of P. A. 
Hanrott, whose library was sold in 1833-4. 

The earliest recorded owner of this manuscript appears to be Francoise d’Alencon, whose 
signature “Francoyse dalenson” is inscribed below the text in the last column of the 
second volume. She was the grandmother of Henry IV of France by her marriage with 
‘Charles de Bourbon, Duke of Vendéme. The great-grandmother of this Charles was 
Jeanne de (Montmorency) Laval who married Louis de Bourbon, Count of Vendéme, 
in 1424 and died in 1468. The coat of arms in the border in Vol. II of this manuscript 
is that of the Montmorency-Laval family. The coat of arms in the border of Vol. I (a 
cross bearing nine bezants surrounded by seven stars, or, on a field azure) has not been 


identified. 


On the recto of the first vellum fly-leaf is the following inscription: “en perpetuelle 
memoire de franche et liberale volonté jay baillé pour jamais ce present liure, A mon 
feal et meilleur amy Claude Chrestien fils de Monsieur Florent. T. M. sieur L. G. Le 
xxvii nouembre 1601.” Florent Chrestien, who had been tutor, librarian, and partisan 
of Henry IV, died in 1596. In an accompanying description it is suggested that “T. M. 
sieur L. G.” are the initials of an official who was directed to present this manuscript to 
Florent’s son as a memorial gift from the King.

Bonaccursius de Montemagno, of Pistoja, the younger, was an Italian poet of the four 
teenth century, a contemporary of Petrarch. 


The third work in the present manuscript is a shortened prose adaptation of a Romane: 
of Chivalry belonging to the Carolingian cycle founded on earlier sources and completec 
by Adenet le Roi, King of the Minstrels of Gui de Dampierre, Count of Flanders 
According to Brunet, the original poem, composed of 19,000 verses, remained unpub 
lished, and is presumably unknown today. Editions of the prose version were publishec 
at Lyon by Jean de la Fontaine in 1488 and at Troyes by Guillaume le Rouge, circ 
1492-3, both of which are exceedingly rare. A critical edition of the text edited by 
André van Hasselt was published in Brussels in 1865. There is no manuscript of this 
romance in the British Museum.

But some 
authorities have believed that the work was written by Maximilian himself, and that, 
for obvious reasons, it was published anonymously, under the editorship of Maximilian’s 
secretary and counsellor, Melchior Pfinzing. This latter theory is upheld in an accom- 
panying pamphlet entitled Le Theuerdank, Poéme allégorique, printed at Bruges (Im- 
primerie de Vandecasteele—Werbrouck) in 1843 (10 pp., 8vo, in gray wrappers).

With New Orleans in possession of the Spanish, the 
Spaniards had control of the fur trade of the Mississippi, and to overcome this obstacle 
and secure the trade for themselves the British cleared out the Iberville River so that 
vessels could pass from the Mississippi to Lake Ponchartrain and thus avoid New 
Orleans. For their further security they proposed to build a fort at Iberville, to be called 
Fort Bute, and this letter tells of the difficulties encountered in that effort. Lieut. 
Thomas was in charge of the ordnance to be placed in the fort. At the same time 
Major Farmer was on an expedition up the Mississippi to establish a trading post. The 
letter reads in part as follows: 

“Cap'n Campbell of the 34th Regiment Commanded at Ibberville, now Call’d Fort-Bute. 
In July Major Farmer of that Reg’t arrived, and ordered Cap'n Campbell to join the 
Regiment w’ch left our Post the 22d being on his Expedition to the Illinois. 

“Lieut. Robertsons took’d the Command. W’ch Consisted of myself and Two artiller 
men above mentioned. Mr. Noles Surgeon. Mr. Marshall and three Labourers all of 
us sick. Our Situation was Miserable. and Grow’d more so Every Day. Our Sickness 
increasing so w’ch made us like a Parcel of Poor helpless Skilletons. the Indians became 
insolent... 

“August ye 27th Lieut. Robertsons was attacked by a Party of about 45 or 50 Allebamon 
Indians. Who obliged him to retreat to Orleans. Leaving the Savages Destroying and 
Carrying off the Artillery Stores Indian Presents Gc... .”

The story of Tristan and Iseult, perpetuated in Wagner’s famous music drama, has 
survived to modern times in several versions, both in poetry and in prose, and is believed 
to have been founded on a genuine historic tradition dating back to the ninth or tenth 
century, probably of British origin. The principal version, which consists of a series of 
consecutive poems written some time in the twelfth century by an Anglo-Normand poet 
named Thomas, and of which only some 3,000 lines survive, would seem to be the first 
integrated rendering of the several minor disconnected poems and legends then in 
existence, although it has been suggested that this version derives from an original poem, 
since lost. There are also three translations (a German, by Gottfried of Strassburg; a 
Scandinavian, by a certain Brother Robert; and an English, by another Thomas, some- 
times identified with Thomas of Erceloune, who is thought to have flourished circa 
1220-1297), and also the lengthy prose version, which is the one given in the present 
edition. Differing somewhat from the poetical rendering, the prose version presents 
Tristan as the son of King Meliadus, King of Leonnoys, instead of as the son of 
Rivalin, a prince of North West Britain, and the story centres in the rivalry between 
Tristan and Lancelot, both as knights and as lovers. 


The First Edition of Tristan of Leonnoys was printed at Rouen in 1489 for Antoine 
Véerard, who also published three undated editions believed to have been printed in 1494, 
1499, and 1506 (the present edition). Editions were also printed by Michel Le Noir in 
1514 and in 1520. 

The Robert Hoe copy of this edition and the copy of the Paris 1586 edition in the same 
library are apparently the only copies of any early edition of Tristan of Leonnoys that 
have hitherto been offered for public in America, according to Book-Prices Current.
